New 
Revenue Measure 
Contains 


Special Provision on "Beamed 


Income'' not in Previous Laws 


ENTITLED TO 25 
OF TAX 


Earned Income is Defined as "Wa- 


ges, 
Salaries And Compensation 
For Service Rendered" 


The revenue act of I!I24 contains 


a special .provision for reduced tax- 
es on ''earned income," which did 
not appear in previous laws, accord- 
ing: to an 
announcement 
from the 


Indiana 
internal .revenue collector, 


which has been recpjved hen-. 


All net 
income up to $5,000 is 


deemed to he earned income. On this 
amount the taxpayer is entitled to 
a credit of 25 per cent of the a- 
niount of ihe tax. 
For example, a 


taxpayer, unmarried and with no de- 
pendents, whose net income for 1924 
is .-£5,000 would pay. without 
this 


reduction n tax of ••fSO. 
His actual 


tax is .-ffiO. From his net income of 
$5,000 he is allowed a personal ex- 
emption of $1,000: the lax 
of 2 per 


cent on the $4,000 of taxable income 
is $80, one-fourth of which, or -f20 
may he deducted. 


In no case is the earned net in- 


come considered to be in excess of 
$10,000. A taxpayer who receives a 
salary of $20,000, for example, can 
elaim only $10,000 as "earned net in
